ELECTION. 


The count for Governor and other State 


officers aud members of the Legislature of 
Rhode Island has been concluded. The 
vote ot the State in f nil (or Gorernor is a* 
follows: 
Ladd (Rep.). 
16,952; Dam 


(Dem.), 21.350; Richardson (Pro.). 1,511; 
Chaoa (L»w Enforcement), 3,435. The 
combined opposition to Daris foot* up 
21,898. Therefore he lacks 518 of an 
election. He ran ahead oi bis ticket, 
therefore the other officers, eioept Attor- 
ney General, also fail of an election by 
the people. 


For Attorney General, Rogers (Rep.) 


had 21,011; Slocum (Dem.), 21,816; scat- 
tering, 47; Slocnm's majority, 747. That 
was just about the number that Rogers 
ran behind the three tickets. Hi was 
scratched in Kent county by liquor-dealers 
whom the Attorney General had prosecuted. 
The Governor and other State officers, will 
be elected by the Legislature, which con- 
sists of 108 members, requiring 55 for a 
majority on a joint ballot. 


By completed returns the Ssnate stands: 


Republicans, 21; Democrats, 11; with 4 
yet to be elected. The House stands: 
Republicans, 23; Democrats, 36; 12 yet to 
ba elected. The Republicans tans lack 
ten on joint ballot, and the Democrats 
lack eight. 


The new election in Newport will proba- 


bly be the turning point. There are six 
members to be chosen. It is imtnrully a 
Republican, oity, and in the lute election 
150 third party ^otes presented nn elec- 
tion. Tbe Republicans are confidant ol 
securing the uece.-sary ten members out of 
the sixteen, to be chosen and thns continu- 
ing in the control of the State. 
Tbe 


House will be Democratic, but the Senate 
is already safely Republican, and will 


Speaking ot the proposition to increase 


the salaries of Representative*, the San 
Francisco Alta remarks: 


But where is Iho American John Stuart 


Mill who can hope to reach Congress? 
He most first pay down in cash as tbe price 
of his eeat, an amount exceeding the salary 
of the place, so he stays at homo and some 
man great in fire department statesman- 
ship is preferred. 


If Congress can be induced to link sal- 


ary increase with a measure to reform the 
cost of a seat, tbe country will approve. 


The outside cost to a candidate should 


not be more than $500. 
Nor should any 


one be permitted in his behalf, or eveu 
without his knowledge to spend a cent 
more. How revolting it is that a candidate 
for Congress shall be expected to travel 
from town to town meeting crowds ,of ex- 
pectant loafers, who, with drooling chops 
and droughty throats, wait to be called op 
in a row and treated to a goblet of whisky 
each. How disgusting that such • candi- 
date should leave behind him,{not citizens 
intellectually refreshed and instrocted, hot 
bnnghole breaths that almost need an in- 
ternal revenue stamp to make them lawful. 


Doable the present Congressional salary 


is a small price to pay for a reform that 
will deliver tbe country from that sort of 
politics and fumigate the methods which 
lead np to seats in the greatest Legislature 
in tbe world. 


In England a candidate for Parliament 


loses his seat if he buy a drink for a voter 
or pivo him a pipe of tobacco, or if bis 
Agent or any one do this iu his behalf. It 
is not necessary to prove that such influ- 
enced the vote, or that tbe vote, if influ- 
enced, would have changed the result; the 
act itself vitiates the election.
